1. The amendment filed on March 28, 2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3, 9, 14-16, 27, 31, 40, 67-76 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the claims, the reasons for allowance was stated in the previous office actions 
dated August 20, 2003 and April 26, 2004. 

Further, regarding claims 67-68 and 75-76, none of the prior art of record discloses a 
method of detecting luminescence from a luminescent sample, namely the step of comparing the 
luminescence light transmitted from the sample sites with the luminescence light transmitted 
from the same sample site before the step of exposing the sample to the reagent or the 
environmental condition. Conventional art discloses a comparison between the transmitted light 
and a calibrated fluorescence, not the luminescence of the sample pre treatment.
